Bama did not have to go 
far from home to get most 
of its future football talent 


Wi the airline industries reeling in 
recent months from economic 
woes, frequent flier miles have become 
less valuable commodities. One never 
knows if the coupons earned yesterday 
will still be good if the airline files for 
bankruptcy protection tomorrow. 

The staff of University of Alabama Head 
Football Coach Gene Stallings probably 
didn't consider that when drawing up re- 
cruiting plans for 1992. Their task was to 
locate, evaluate, court and sign the best 
crop of new Crimson Tiders they possibly 
could within NCAA rules. There was little 
doubt the athletics department budget 
could fund trips to recruit those players 
whether by land, air or sea. 

As they often have in Alabama’s sto- 
ried football history, though, Tide coach- 
es found ample talent within driving dis- 
tance of Tuscaloosa this recruiting sea- 
son. They didn't have to venture far to 
lure most of this year’s class of 22 
signees. All but five have 205 area codes, 
and the others are from locations no 
more exotic than Memphis; Niceville, 
Florida; or Magee, Mississippi. 
Linebacker John Walters is the only out- 
of-stater who won't be able to consider 
weekend trips to visit mom and dad. He 
hails from Richardson, Texas, on the out- 
skirts of Dallas. 

It is true that no class can be accurately 
evaluated until after the prospects have a 
few years to grow into proven commodi- 
ties. Some can't-miss prospects never 
find the target and some sleepers awake 
in time to surprise even themselves, It is 
comforting to know that recruiting ser- 
vices like Super Prep, which rates the 
Alabama class as the 12th-best in the na- 
tion, and G&W, which places the Tide 
signees among the top 20 classes in the 
land, give their blessing. It should also 
ease some minds that only Florida is 
unanimously rated higher than the Tide 
in this year's haul among Southeastern 
Conference schools, although LSU has 
been rated as high as number one in the 
nation by one tout and is among every- 
one’s top 20. If you'd rather be a pes-

simist, consider the Southeastern 
Conference recruiting ratings of the 
Atlanta Journal-Constitution, which 
ranked Alabama's class as eighth in the 
12-team league, above only Vanderbilt, 
Auburn, Ole Miss and Kentucky. 

What can be determined right away is 
how Alabama filled its needs. Alabama's 
staff entered the recruiting season looking 
for a placekicker, offensive and defensive 
line depth, some future fullback muscle, 
linebackers and a quarterback. In all areas 
but the final one-behind center-the 
Crimson Tide has stocked its shelves with 
goods that come in very attractive pack- 
ages. If their substance is as impressive as 
their billing, this Alabama class should 
greatly complement the one which pre- 
ceeded it, last year’s blue-chip bonanza 
that included true blue David Palmer. 

Stallings said, “We wanted to address 
three areas with our recruiting: lineback- 
ers, linemen and signing a kicker. | think 
we have addressed all three of those 
areas. 

“| would like to get the bulk of our 
players from the state of Alabama. If our 
judgment is what it should have been,

then we have had a good year in-state. | 
would like to dominate the state, but it’s 
a two-way street. We have to want the 
good players and they must want us.” 

If there is a player of Palmer's impact 
signed to an Alabama letter-of-intent this 
year, it will likely be either defensive line- 
man Kendrick Burton of Hartselle or 
kicker Michael Proctor of Pelham. Both 
home-grown products attracted truly na- 
tional attention and both figure to have a 
chance to show their stuff right away. 

By the numbers, Alabama signed four 
projected offensive linemen, a half-dozen 
linebacker types, two running backs (in- 
cluding a blue-chip fullback), three proba- 
ble defensive linemen, two defensive 
backs, one tight end, one kicker, one wide 
receiver and one pure athlete who could 
end up at a number of positions. Of 
course, any signee may end up in a slot 
other than the one he was figured for out 
of high school, but these projections take 
into account both Alabama's needs and 
the players’ best abilities. 

No recruiting story would be complete 
without stories of the ones who got away, 
and there are a few such tales this year

that could leave some fans one day won- 
dering what might have been. The most 
notable Tide recruiting loss was that of 
the state’s top running back, and probably 
top overall prospect, getting snatched 
away by LSU. Birmingham's Robert 
Davis committed to give the Tigers the 
top rushing prospects from Alabama, 
Mississippi and Georgia. While running 
back may be Alabama's deepest position, 
even Stallings will readily admit that he 
doesn't like to see any player of such cal- 
iber leave the state. 

Alabama's efforts to lure a nationally- 
rated quarterback were futile. After losing 
Heath Shuler to Tennessee last year, the 
Tide failed to gain the signature of first 
Steve Taneyhill of Altoona, Pennsylvania, 
(South Carolina); then of Meridian, 
Mississippi's, Dexter McLeon (Clemson) ; 
and finally of Danny Wuerffel of Fort 
Walton Beach, Florida, (Florida). The 
possible reasons behind the Tide's failure 
at this position, however, help ease the 
pain-Jay Barker emerged at quarterback 
to help Alabama to an 11-1 record in his 
redshirt freshman season, and rumors 
persist that Palmer's use as an option 
threat behind center will grow next sea- 
son into more than an occasional sur- 
prise look to throw at opponents. 


ere, in alphabetical order, is a look at 
the newest members of the Crimson 
Tide football family: 

Maurice Belser is a 6-2, 285-pound 
two-way lineman from Cordova who fig- 
ures to play offense in college. He helped 
Coach Tim O’Neil’s team to the semifi- 
nals of the state playoffs and was a Class 
2A All-State pick. Belser’s physical skills 
are well-rounded-he can bench-press al- 
most 400 pounds, squats 485 and has a 
24-inch vertical leap, which allows him to 
start on the Cordova basketball team. 
After visiting Bama, Belser called off 
planned trips to Auburn, Mississippi 
State and Southern Miss. 

Darrell Blackburn of Huntsville 
Butler is a 230-pound 
linebacker/defensive end who made first- 
team Class 6A All-State by leading his 
team with 105 tackles.

round of the state playoffs, Blackburn 
also notched 16 sacks, five fumble recov- 
eries, five caused fumbles and two inter- 
ceptions. Blackburn also played tight 
end, but only caught three passes in his 
mostly blocking eae. Blackburn, who has 
yet to qualify academically, was number 
10 on the Birmingham Post-Herald’s 
“10 Most Wanted” list and a member of 
the “Sweet 16” of the Tuscaloosa News. 
Tennessee was Bama’s top competition 
for Blackburn. 

Kendrick Burton is a first-team All- 
America pick by USA Today and proba- 
bly the most heralded prospect signed by 
Alabama. The 6-6, 265-pound defensive 
lineman for Coach Don Woods at 
Hartselle was also the number 1 defen- 
sive line prospect in the nation as rated 
by Super Prep, and was on or near the 
top of every ranking of state prospects. 
Burton totaled nearly 150 tackles as a se- 
nior with 23 sacks, five caused fumbles, 
three fumble recoveries and 11 pass 
break-ups. Projected as a possible impact 
player as a freshman, Burton squats 515 
pounds, can bench press 330 and runs 
the 40-yard dash in 4.8 seconds. Burton, 
who had his choice of colleges, has not 
yet met eligibility requirements.

Brothers is a 6-3, 190-pound defensive 
back who started three years for Coach 
Wayne Gaia. Canale played only two 
games as a junior before going down 
with a partially torn knee ligament, but 
returned as a senior to make 62 tackles 
with one interception, recover two fum- 
bles and cause four. As a receiver, he 
caught 18 passes for five touchdowns 
and nearly 30 yards per catch. Canale, 
who runs a 4.47-second 40-yard dash 
with a 280-pound bench press, comes 
from an athletic family. His father, Billy, 
played football at Mississippi State and 
he had an uncle who played professional 
baseball in the Montreal Expos organiza- 
tion and numerous other relatives who 
have played collegiately. Canale is an 
honor student who has already qualified 
for freshman eligibility. He also consid- 
ered Tennessee, Ole Miss and LSU. 
John Causey is a 6-3, 260-pound 
two-way lineman from Lowndes 
Academy in Hayneville. The four-year, 
two-way starter figures to play offense in 
college, where he can put his 350-pound 
bench press and 500-pound squat to best 
use, but also has the ability to make it on 
the other side of the ball. Causey made 
more than 90 tackles on defense as a se- 
nior for Coach Mac Champion, with two

fumble recoveries and three sacks. 
Causey was ranked eighth on the 
Tuscaloosa News “Sweet 16” list and the 
second-best offensive lineman in the 
state. Ole Miss, LSU and Purdue also 
pursued Causey, who has already quali- 
fied academically. 

Pete DiMario could have an asterisk 
by his name, because this Central 
Tuscaloosa graduate is actually a 
holdover from last year’s recruiting class. 
DiMario, who played for Coach Ed Reed, 
committed to Alabama last year but failed 
to qualify academically. The 6-5, 270- 
pounder runs a 4.8-second 40-yard dash 
and was a member of the Tuscaloosa 
News’ Class 4A-5A-6A West Alabama 
team. He projects as an offensive line- 
man. 

Lamont Floyd, one of the Tide’s few 
out-of-state signees, is a 6-2, 240-pound 
linebacker who played for Coach Bob 
Williams at Orange Park High School in 
Orange Park, Florida. Floyd made 91 
tackles with three fumble recoveries and 
one interception, returned for a touch- 
down, as a senior. He also raised eye- 
brows on the track team with a 140-7 
discus throw. Floyd was rated one of the 
Sunshine state’s top 14 linebackers and 
one of talent-rich Florida's Hot 100 by

Gator Bait and earned mention in all- 
star teams from Jacksonville area. Floyd, 
who has 4.7 speed, could end up as a 
safety, but is projected as an inside 
linebacker. He is academically qualified. 

Kris Mangum, the Crimson Tide's 
tight end signee, shows the value of fami- 
ly ties. Mangum's brother, John, played 
at Alabama and is now a Chicago Bear, 
which may have helped the Tide get the 
nod over Michigan, Ole Miss, LSU and 
Mississippi State. The 6-5, 250-pounder 
doesn't lack for size or speed (4.9), and 
caught 36 passes for 640 yards and eight 
touchdowns as a senior. Mangum started 
both ways for Coach Johnny Mills on a 
10-1 team that was ranked Number 1 in 
the state for much of the season. 
Mangum, who bench presses almost 400 
pounds and squats nearly 500, made 
113 tackles on defense with two inter- 
ceptions and four sacks. Mangum, who 
has already qualified academically, posted 
nearly identical numbers in his junior sea- 
son. Although he is ticketed for tight end, 
it is conceivable that Mangum could be 
an offensive or defensive lineman or a 
linebacker. 

Toderick Malone was considered the 
top wide receiver prospect in the state of 
Alabama this year. That’s because the 
Class 5A All-State performer caught 145 
passes for more than 3,100 yards and 
30 touchdowns in his three-year career 
for Coach Wymann Townsel at Etowah 
High in Attalla. The 6-foot, 170-pound 
specimen caught 47 passes for 950 
yards and six touchdowns as a senior, in- 
cluding seven receptions for 175 yards 
and three TDs in one playoff game, and 
averaged 22 yards per catch in his last 
two seasons. Malone, who chose 
Alabama over Arkansas and Southern 
Miss, has 4.5 speed and made his way 
near the top of every state prospect list- 
ing. He must pass the standardized test 
to be academically eligible. 

Renardo McCoy continues 
Alabama's pipeline from the small-school 
power Hazlewood in Town Creek, which 
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Michael Proctor

produced the Goode brothers as well as 
one of his favorite uncles-Tide defensive 
back Antonio Langham. McCoy, a 6-1, 
195-pounder, is actually Alabama’s lone 
quarterback signee, and Stallings has said 
he will get a look at that position, but he 
figures to end up in the defensive back- 
field. An all-state selection who quarter- 
backed Hazlewood to back-to-back state 
championships, McCoy also intercepted 
five passes for Coach Ricky Johnson as a 
defensive back and earned all-state hon- 
ors in basketball as well. McCoy ran for 
564 yards with 10 touchdowns and com- 
pleted 32 of 76 passes for more than 
500 yards in his final prep season. 
McCoy plans to re-take his entrance 
exam after failing to qualify for eligibility 
on his first try. McCoy picked the Tide 
over Mississippi State. 

Kelvin Moore would have started 
every game in the three-year history of 
Daphne High School had an injury not 
forced him out for part of his junior sea- 
son. Moore, a 6-3, 240-pound lineback- 
er, made 85 tackles and caused seven 
fumbles as a senior to earn All-Baldwin 
County honors, and figures to play defen- 
sive end at Alabama. A team captain for 
Coach Eddie Tyler’s squad, Moore picked 
the Crimson Tide over Auburn and 
Mississippi State, and has passed aca- 
demic eligibility requirements. 

Jeremy Pennington earned a repu- 
tation as the state’s top offensive lineman 
for Coach Kenneth McKinney at Lamar 
County High in Vernon, The 6-3, 270- 
pounder was rated as high as the number 
4 prospect in the state after twice earn- 
ing all-state honors, and turned down of- 
fers of recruiting trips from Notre Dame, 
Georgia, Auburn, Georgia Tech, Florida 
State and Tennessee. Pennington has 
5.2-second speed in the 40-yard dash, a 
27-inch vertical leap and can bench press 
350 pounds. Pennington is considered at 
his best run blocking, and has qualified 
academically. Pennington was named the 
state's “Gatorade Circle of Champions” 
player of the year.

Ozell Powell is another potential de- 
fensive lineman recruited to bolster 
Alabama's strength along the defensive 
front. The 6-6, 255-pounder, who will 
probably continue at his high school posi- 
tion-end—-when he dons the crimson and 
white, runs a 4.8-second 40-yard dash, 
bench presses 275 pounds, squats 450 
and has a 31-inch vertical leap. He is 
also an outstanding basketball player. 
Powell made 40 tackles with eight sacks 
and one blocked extra point, recovered 
three fumbles and caused two as a senior 
for Coach Gene Allen at Greenville High 
School. As a junior at Greenville, Powell 
caught 10 passes for 120 yards and 
made 15 sacks on defense. Ranked No. 
6 in the state on the Tuscaloosa News’ 
“Sweet 16” list, Powell has qualified aca- 
demically. 

Michael Proctor kicks footballs the 
way John Daly teed off on a Titlist in last 
summer's PGA Championship, which is 
to say with great range and accuracy. 
(Actually, Proctor has a lot more accura- 
cy.) The 5-11, 175-pounder from 
Pelham High School has the numbers to 
match any prep kicker in the nation, and 
some who have seen him say he ranks 
far ahead of former Tide kicker Philip 
Doyle at this stage. Proctor set a state 
record with a 60-yard field goal for 
Coach Ronnie Gilliland, one of nine ca- 
reer kicks over 50 yards, and Proctor's 
53 consecutive extra point kicks also set 
a state mark. Proctor made 7 of 12 field 
goals and 20 of 20 extra points as a se- 
nior, and his kickoff ability will also be 
valued. Proctor, one of the top names on 
every state recruiting list, was ranked as 
the top kicking prospect in the nation by 
Super Prep Magazine. A 3.0 student 
who has already qualified academically, 
Proctor cast his lot with the Crimson 
Tide after considering Florida and FSU. 

Chris Simmons, a 6-3, 225-pound 
linebacker from Hartselle, played defen- 
sive tackle and defensive end before set- 
tling at linebacker, where he quickly built 
a reputation as a big hitter. Blessed with 
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John Walters 


4.7 speed in the 40, Simmons can bench 
press 290 pounds and squat 405. A big- 
play defender for Coach Dor: Woods at 
Hartselle High, Simmons had 15 sacks 
over the last two seasons and was named 
Super All-State by the Birmingham 
News, and was listed as the state’s num- 
ber 9 prospect on the Birmingham 
Post-Herald’s “10 Most Wanted” list and 
number 3 on the “Sweet 16” of the 
Tuscaloosa News. Simmons has already 
qualified for college eligibility. 

John Tanks carved his reputation 
playing for Coach Jim Archibald at 
Choctaw County High in Butler, where 
he was a Class 5A All-State linebacker 
with nearly 200 senior-year tackles. The 
6-4, 215-pounder, like Simmons, started 
on the defensive line before moving to 
linebacker as a senior. He runs a 4.7-sec- 
ond 40-yard dash, can bench press 305 
pounds and squats 460. Tanks, who 
played tight end on offense, was rated 
13th in the state by the Tuscaloosa 
News, and is an academic qualifier who 
was also recruited by Auburn, Southern 
Miss and Ole Miss. 

Eric Turner, a 6-1, 200-pound mun- 
ning back from Fort Payne High School, 
played in just four games as a prep se- 
nior due to a knee ligament injury which 
cut his season short. Turner had recon- 
structive surgery on his left knee, and 
must have convinced Alabama coaches 
with his rehabilitative efforts. After run- 
ning for 1,035 yards and 10 touchdowns 
as a junior for Coach Jerry Elmore, 
Turner notched 430 and eight touch- 
downs before going down in the fourth 
game as a senior. Turner, who had 4.5 
speed before his injury, is a 3.8 student 
who has already qualified academically. 
He picked the Tide over Army and 
Vanderbilt. 

John Walters cancelled visits to 
Texas A&M, Colorado and Baylor after 
visiting Alabama. The 6-2, 230-pound 
linebacker was a pre-season All-America 
pick at Lake Highlands High in the Dallas 
suburbs, where he was a two-time district 
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Marcell West 


player of the year on defense for Coach 
Mike Zoffuto. A solid student who has 
aced eligibility requirements, Walters 
made 113 tackles as a senior and led his 
squad in stops as a junior, Walters, whose 
family knew Stallings when the then-as- 
sistant coach for the Dallas Cowboys 
lived in his neighborhood, was listed 
among the top 100 prospects in Texas. 
Zoffuto was quoted as saying that Walters 
was the finest high school linebacker he 
had seen in 28 years of coaching in tal- 
ent-rich Texas. 

Tim Watts committed so long ago-he 
was the Tide's first public commitment 
way back in September-it’s a wonder he 
hasn't earned an Alabama letter yet. The 
bruising 6-2, 235-pound fullback with 
4.7 speed, from Selma Southside High 
School, ranks among the top prospects 
at his position in the nation according to 
some recruiting analysts. Watts rushed 
for almost 4,000 career yards, including 
1,600 ground and nearly 900 receiving 
yards for Coach Arlton Hudson as a se- 
nior. At linebacker on defense, Watts 
made almost 100 tackles and was a 
Super All-State pick by the Birmingham 
News, and was a “Top 10” pick by the 
Birmingham Post-Herald and a member 
of the Tuscaloosa News’ “Sweet 16.” He 
must pass a standardized test to be aca-

Marcell West is a 5-11, 175-pound 
athlete from Niceville, Florida, High, 
where he recorded the third-best 100- 
meter time in the nation (10.59) as a 
sophomore. West has been timed at 4.3 
in the 40-yard dash and is a three-year 
starter who has helped Coach Frank 
Sorrells to a 26-6 record in West's time 
as a starter. West, who played quarter- 
back (1,333 yards passing with 18 TDs) 
and running back (450 yards and eight 
TDs), figures to move to pass-catching 
duties in college. He considered Florida, 
Florida State, LSU, Penn State and 
Michigan. He is acadernically eligible. 

Laron White of Courtland, a 6-2, 260- 
pounder who played offensive guard and 
defensive tackle, started every game for 
three years at the 1A school where he 
played for his father, Coach Louis White. 
A Birmingham News Super All-State 
pick, White made 80 tackles to help 
Courtland to the state runner-up spot as a 
senior. White started on two state champi- 
onship teams and one second place team, 
and was on the squad when Courtland 
won the title in his freshman year. 
Considered a sleeper by some, White has 
a 310-pound bench press and was recruit- 
ed by Auburn, Tennessee and Ole Miss, 
giving lie to any sleeper status. He is aca- 
demically eligible. 

Dustin Wright was even closer to 
home than other in-state prospects, play- 
ing for Coach Bobby Moore at 
Tuscaloosa County High. The 6-2, 270- 
pound center started three years for the 
Wildcats and has a 325-pound bench 
press and is a track standout in the discus 
and shot put. Wright, who is also project- 
ed as a long snapper, chose Alabama 
over Auburn, LSU and Texas Christian. 
A lieutenant colonel, the highest-ranking 
ROTC officer in his school’s history, 
Wright has qualified academically (3.5 
grade point average) for freshman eligibil- 
ity. He is Alabama's second signee in as 
many years from TCHS, joining former 
Wildcat teammate André Royal.

Work Begins For ’92 Campaign

Stallings sees strengths, 
but has concerns as Tide 
eyes spring practice 


labama will begin preparation for its 

Centennial Football Year with spring 
training Thursday, March 12, weather 
permitting. While the hoopla of the cen- 
tennial is important, it's not as impor- 
tant to Alabama Head Football Coach 
Gene Stallings as 11 or 12 or 13 foot- 
ball games in the upcoming season. To 
that end, he will dedicate the spring to 
making better football players. 

“We're going to be further along in 
knowing what we're trying to accom- 
plish than we were last spring,” Stallings 
said of his third Crimson Tide football 
team. “What I'm going to try to do is get 
individual football players better. We 
pretty well know what we’re going to do 
offensively and defensively, so rather 
than concentrate on units as much we'll 
concentrate on the players.” 

There are a couple of players, men 
who lettered as true freshmen in 1991, 
who won't be getting any coaching at- 
tention this spring. Brent Clark, who 
was a backup nose tackle, has left 
school. André Royal, an outside 
linebacker, has been suspended. “He 
has a chance to be back in the fall,” 
Stallings said. 

Both those positions are areas of 
some concern to Alabama’s head coach. 

The only other regular not scheduled 
to participate in spring drills is backup 
offensive tackle and short snapper 
Johnny Howard, who had knee surgery 
following the season. (Running backs 
Junior Sewell and Robert Jones, who 
were dismissed from the team prior to 
last fall, are not scheduled to return. 
And the jury is still out on sophomore 
defensive lineman Chuck Aaron, who 
has had a long recuperation from a seri- 
ous ankle injury suffered in an automo- 
bile accident over a year ago.) 

There is little doubt Bama is further 
along than in the past couple of years. 
For one thing the Tide is coming off an 
11-1 season and final national ranking 
of fifth. In the past two years Alabama 
has had particular success against the 
Tide’s two primary rivals. Bama has 
continued its dominance of Tennessee 
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and the Tide has reestablished domi- 
nance over Auburn. And last year 
Alabama ended its bowl losing streak 
with a 30-25 win over Colorado in the 
Blockbuster Bowl. 

Stallings got an early hint that his 
1992 football team has high aspirations. 
The off-season program was scheduled 
to begin on January 27. However, virtu- 
ally every Tider was working daily in the 
weight room and on a running program 
on his own time beginning some three 
weeks earlier than that with the first day 
of spring classes. “That’s a good sign,” 
Stallings said. “I don’t think that was the 
case last year.” 

Since preseason predictions are based 
almost solely on past season perfor- 
mance, Alabama is certain to go into 
1992 with a high national ranking. But 
it should be comforting to Alabama fans 
to know that Stallings does not consider 
Alabama where it needs to be. While he 
has said he likes a high ranking (“I'd like 
to be the favorite in every game,” he 
said), he has also said that Bama is “a 
couple of years away” from being where 
he wants the team. It goes without say- 
ing that he wants Alabama in the hunt 
for the national championship. 

There are a number of factors that 
went into Alabama’s 1991 success, For 
years there has been talk of luck, injury 
luck and schedule luck. Stallings ac- 
knowledges good injury luck. “We stayed 
healthy,” he said. And most would also 
say that Alabama had good schedule 
luck, several teams on the 1991 slate 
having down years. 

But Stallings also pointed out some 


other factors. “We played well as a unit,” 
he said. “And we ran the ball well-eighth 
in the nation. We were plus 14 in take- 
aways-giveaways, third in the nation in 
points allowed, first in punt returns and 
12th in pass defense. Most of the time 
we were pretty good on third down situa- 
tions. If you give up 10 points a game 
and you are plus 14 on takeaways, 
you're going to be in every game.” 

(If you are splitting hairs, Alabama ac- 
tually gave up 10.7 points per game. 
The Tide held seven teams to a touch- 
down or less, including shutouts against 
Georgia and Tulane. Other numbers: 
Alabama averaged 252 yards rushing 
per game, averaged 16.8 yards per punt 
return, gave up only 168.3 yards per 
game passing and had 20 interceptions. 
Alabama was good on 43 per cent of its 
third down conversion attempts, while 
opponents were successful only 34 per 
cent of the time.) 


Sr training is also a time for ex- 
perimentation and there will certain- 
ly be some of that. Jon Stevenson, who 
started much of last year at right tackle, 
will be worked at guard this spring. 
Guard was generally regarded as the po- 
sition Stevenson would play when he 
was recruited, but a lack of depth in the 
offensive line forced his move to tackle 
much of 1991. Two redshirted freshmen 
who have not played, Vann Bodden and 
Tim Barnett, have worked at various po- 
sitions since coming to Bama. Bodden 
offers Stallings the most options. He 
could be a linebacker, a down lineman 
or a tight end. “But,” Stallings said, “I’m 
leaning towards outside linebacker.” 
Barnett was recruited as a tight end, but 
worked at center much of last fall and 
will probably stay there. There are other 
redshirt freshmen, particularly, who 
could get a look at different positions 
(defensive end Bryan Thornton getting a 
look on offense, for instance). 

The secondary is another area where 
players may be tried at more than one 
spot, a George Teague at both free safe- 
ty and cornerback, newcomer Chris 
Donnelly at both strong safety and free 
safety, Sam Shade at both strong safety 
and cornerback, and so on. 

However, Alabama goes into spring 
training with most of its players’ posi- 
tions established. And, more than that, 
with most of the depth chart already 
established. Obviously a part of spring 
training is the opportunity for players to 
move up the depth chart (a situation that 
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is repeated in preseason drills in August), 
but it is comforting for a football staff to 
have an idea of the quality of available 
players going into spring training. 


O; offense, a primary difference in 
1992 from spring 1991 is knowing 
who the quarterback is. Jay Barker was 
far from an all-star in 1991, but his 
record as a starter was perfect, 4-0. And 
he got better as the season went along. 
In the final game, the Blockbuster Bowl, 
he was 12 of 16 passing for 154 yards 
and three touchdowns. And in the sec- 
ond half of that game, when he had all 
three of his touchdown passes, he was 7 
of 8 for 84 yards. 

“I was really pleased with Jay Barker's 
play in the latter part of the season,” 
Stallings said. “That last game is going 
to really help his confidence. I'll still be 
concerned if we get behind two or three 
touchdowns and that will be an area of 
work in spring practice. We were not a 
good passing football team last year, but 
a lot of that was not protecting the quar- 
terback. And, too, we didn’t have a 
quarterback with much experience in 
things like reading routes.” 

Stallings has said repeatedly that he 
wants the offense to average at least 
150-175 yards per game passing. Last 
year the Tide averaged about 137. 
Although Barker averaged only 70 yards 
per game passing, he averaged 141 in 
the four games he started. 

While Barker is number one, there is 
virtually no experience behind him at 
quarterback. (See page 16.) 

If Alabama's quarterbacks are protect- 
ed and read the pass routes, Alabama 
should improve its passing production 
dramatically in 1992. The Tide goes 
into spring training with great depth and 
skill at the wide receiver spots, every 
flanker and split end from 1991 return- 
ing. Although none had overwhelming 
statistics (freshman David Palmer was 
the leading receiver with 17 receptions 
for 314 yards), all are skilled perform- 
ers. In fact, Palmer ordinarily did not 
start, but two or three men on each side 
were considered first team. Prince 
Wimbley, who has been outstanding 
throughout his career, and Kevin Lee, 
perhaps the fastest man on the team 
and one of the most improved from 
1990 to 1991, are returning starters. 
And upcoming sophomores Rick and 
Curtis Brown are solid wideouts. 

Bama suffered serious losses in the 
backfield. Tailback Siran Stacy was a two- 
time all-conference performer and full- 
back Kevin Turner was a starter for the 
better part of four years and proved to be 
one of Bama’s all-time best at his posi- 
tion. However, the cupboard is not bare. 
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At tailback, Derrick Lassic was consid- 
ered by many to be Alabama's most effec- 
tive tailback last year, even though he had 
far fewer carries (70 vs. 200) and yards 
(368 vs. 967) than Stacy. “I think he’s 
going to be good,” Stallings said. “My 
only concern is whether he can stay 
healthy running the way he does. He real- 
ly runs the ball. | don't know if he can run 
it 20 times a game at that tempo. I love it, 
but I wonder if he can maintain it.” 

While Lassic is a clear number one 
going into spring training, there are 
other capable tailbacks. Chris Anderson, 
an upcoming junior, didn’t see much ac- 
tion last year after having been the 
starter much of 1990. Anderson’s size 
(5-9, 178) works against him. But he did 
manage to reel off a 96-yard touchdown 
run last year, the longest in Alabama 
football history. And Alabama football 
history includes some pretty fair running 
backs. Irving Spikes has had little work 
with the offense in his two previous sea- 
sons, but he showed on his only carry of 
the game against Tennessee- 
Chattanooga last year that he has some 
ability. He turned in a 62-yard touch- 
down run. 

But the early favorite to work up to 
the number two spot behind Lassic is 
sophomore Sherman Williams. Williams 
saw a little work at tailback early last 
season, then spent the rest of the year 
as a member of the Alabama special 
teams. However, he has demonstrated 
in practice that he is worthy of the 
praise he received as a high school play- 
er, the first player in Alabama high 
school history to rush for over 3,000 
yards in one year. 

While Stallings said Alabama's 1992 
strengths on offense will be offensive 
backs and wide receivers, he did say he 
had “a little concern” about fullback. 
Martin Houston will go into the spring 
as number one. The upcoming senior 
has been a regular as a backup per- 
former for three years. He hasn't had a 
lot of carries or a lot of yards, but one 
three-yard run he made as a sophomore 
is still among Bama’s most significant. 
Stallings gambled on a fourth down play 
at the Auburn 45 and the Tide holding 
on to a six-point lead. Houston picked 
up three yards and the first down and 
the Tide went on to a field goal that 
clinched the 16-7 victory. 

Stallings’ reason for concern at fullback 
probably has more to do with experi- 
enced depth than anything else. Tarrant 
Lynch came to Alabama as a 190-pound 
tailback. In his first year, 1990, he ripped 
off a 77-yard run against Vanderbilt that 
was the Tide’s longest of the year. 
However, he had a knee injury and had 
to under go surgery, missing the rest of 


the season and earning a redshirt. As a 
freshman (again) last season he was pri- 
marily on special teams. 

While the fullback in Alabama's of- 
fense has running and pass-catching re- 
sponsibilities, the job almost always goes 
to the best blocker. 


Bots is something of a sore sub- 
ject in the Alabama football camp. 
Stallings has noted time and again that 
Alabama’s offensive line has got to im- 
prove its blocking. Last year Bama quar- 
terbacks were sacked 29 times, a very 
high number considering the agility of 
the quarterbacks and the comparatively 
few pass plays called. Stallings will not 
soon forget Alabama's first-half series 
against Colorado when Mark McMillian 
intercepted a pass and returned it to the 
Buffaloes’ one-yard line, Four plays later 
Alabama was kicking a field goal from 
the seven. 

“The offensive line improved, but it's 
got to get better,” Stallings said. “We 
were not dominant at the line of scrim- 
mage. We've got them all back, so we 
should get better. And we've got some 
young guys to look at.” 

Even though all starters return for 
1992, it’s still a relatively young offen- 
sive line. Matt Hammond is a two-year 
starter at left tackle, but will be only a ju- 
nior. George Wilson, the returning 
starter at left guard, is a senior, but cen- 
ter Tobie Sheils and right guard William 
Barger are juniors. Stevenson, who split 
time at right tackle with junior Roosevelt 
Patterson last year, is an upcoming 
sophomore. 

Alabama expects big things from 
some sophomores who saw little playing 
time in 1991 and from some redshirt 
freshmen. Joey Harville at tackle, 
Napoleon Folks and Kareem McNeal at 
guard and Barnett at center all have po- 
tential. Rory Segrest was hampered by 
illness much of last fall, but will be given 
a good look at tackle this spring. 

Because the primary duty of the tight 
end is to block, Stallings considers that 
spot an offensive lineman. He said that 
returning starter Steve Busky, who prob- 
ably most noted by others for his im- 
provement as a pass receiver, made 
progress as a blocker last fall. Busky 
should be pushed by redshirt sophomore 
Tony Johnson this spring. Johnson, 
who was regarded as one of the nation’s 
top prospects a year ago, was redshirted 
last fall. Frequently that type player does 
not make a great deal of progress in his 
redshirt season. Johnson was the excep- 
tion, a dedicated practice performer and 
weightroom worker. Although Johnson 
was injured in practice for the 
Blockbuster Bowl and had to under go 
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Derrick Lassic (25) is expected to be Bama's top candidate to move up into the tailback spot vacated by the graduation of Siran Stacy. 


arthroscopic knee surgery, he is expect- 
ed to be full speed this spring. 


Wie Alabama was not dominant on 
the offensive line of scrimmage, 
the Tide did more than hold its own on 
the defensive side last season. And 
going into spring practice, Bama looks 
to have good skill and depth on the de- 
fensive line. 

Gone is one of the Tide’s best from 
the three-man front, nose tackle Robert 
Stewart. Stallings said, “We've got to 
find someone to play nose tackle.” Top 
candidate is the top returning backup 
from last year, James Gregory. Gregory 
has played the past two years with 
mixed results. However, reports have it 
that he has been spectacular in the off- 
season program, giving hope he will do 
the job. Behind him may be highly-re- 
garded Damiean Jeffries, whose playing 
time as a true freshman was at defensive 
end after he came to Alabama as an 
outside linebacker prospect. 

Bama returns three proven players at 
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defensive end, returning starters Eric 
Curry (right) and John Copeland (left), 
both upcoming seniors, as well as back- 
up Jeremy Nunley, a junior. 

While the positions of nose tackle and 
defensive end are not strictly inter- 
changeable, Alabama will look at some 
young players at both spots in an at- 
tempt to find the best starters and substi- 
tutes. Among them, in addition to 
Jeffries, are Elverett Brown, who had 
some playing time last year, and 
Shannon Brown and Bryan Thornton. 
Sophomore Jason Milner was not eligi- 
ble to play last fall, but did practice. Tide 
coaches expect to be at least two deep 
with solid players on the defensive line 
at the end of spring. 

Stallings said his primary concern 
going into spring training is “the 
linebacker position; getting good depth 
at linebacker.” A look at the depth chart 
shows why. Bama lost one starting in- 
side linebacker, leading tackler John 
Sullins, and one starting outside 
linebacker, Steve Webb. However, the 
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Tide also lost a couple of backup men 
and Royal is not participating, at least 
for this spring. 

Antonio London, who will move from 
right outside linebacker to the left side, 
is a proven commodity. And Lemanski 
Hall, who goes into spring as number 
one on the right side, although a bit 
small for linebacker, came on strong last 
year. In the middle Derrick Oden is an 
outstanding football player and Michael 
Rogers has shown flashes. Beyond that, 
there are questions. Redshirt freshmen 
Bodden and Jeff Torrence will be in the 
picture. Senior Rodney Helton and ju- 
nior Victor Lockett have played, but 
both have a history of injuries. Mario 
Morris had a good spring last year, but 
did not report back in shape last fall, 
earning him a spot in the doghouse. 
Although he’d have to gain some 
weight, some believe soph Will Brown 
might make the move Hall did last year, 
from the secondary to outside lineback- 
er. 

“We have London and Hall outside 
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Alabama's 1992 defense will rely once again on good linebacker play. And the Tide returns some good ones in Derrick Oden (56), an in- 
side linebacker, and Antonio London (55), an outside linebacker. 


and Oden and Rogers inside, but noth- 
ing beyond that,” Stallings said. 

The secondary is like the wide receiver 
and defensive line spots: stocked with 
proven players. While two starters were 
lost from the defensive backfield, corner- 
back McMillian and strong safety Stacy 
Harrison, the returnees include All-SEC 
performer George Teague and Antonio 
Langham. They ranked one-two in inter- 
ceptions in the Southeastern 
Conference last year with six and five as 
Bama led the league with 20. Teague 
was a free safety last year and may re- 
turn to that spot or move to cornerback. 

In addition to Will Brown, Bama 
added solid defensive back signees a 
year ago in Sam Shade and Tommy 
Johnson. Additionally, a player worth 
watching in practice last fall was Chris 
Donnelly, who sat out the season after 
transferring from Vanderbilt. Donnelly, 
who will be a junior, can play either of 
the safety positions. “I think the sec- 
ondary will be better,” Stallings said. 
“Chris Donnelly is a football player.” 
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Rock Woody has also made progress at 
cornerback. 


| beatles Alabama returns its place- 
kickers, and that remains an area of 
concern for Stallings. The Tide lost its 
punter, but the Alabama head coach 
said, “I’m not concerned about the punt- 
ing.” He said last year, “The only thing I 
wasn't concerned about in the kicking 
game was punt returns.” While many of 
Alabama's questions about the overall 
kicking game may not be answered until 
next fall, when freshman signee Michael 
Proctor joins the team as a placekicker, 
the Tide will try to get the kicking game 
firmed up this spring. 

Bama returns some elements of the 
overall kicking game, including holder 
Jeff Wall and long snapper Matthew 
Pine. And Alabama's overall speed 
should mean good coverage and return 
games. Last year’s kickoff coverage 
team did not stand out, but that was in 
great part because Alabama kickoff men 
did not kick the ball high or deep, giving 
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opposing return teams an advantage. 

Matt Wethington ended up the year as 
the Bama placekicker and he did hit two 
in the Tide's win over Auburn and nailed 
a 42-yarder for Bama’s final three points 
in a 20-17 victory over LSU. Steve Cole 
ended up as the kickoff man. Those two, 
along with Hamp Greene and dim Tuley 
and the usual host of other walkons will 
do battle in the placekicking arena. 

While Stallings said he was not con- 
cerned about punting, he also didn't say 
who would do it. Walkon sophomores 
J.J. Adams and Bryne Diehl got most of 
the practice time behind Tank 
Williamson last year. Adams has the 
stronger leg, but Diehl is more consis- 
tent. And there is also talk of giving 
Chad Key a shot at some kicking re- 
sponsibilities. The backup quarterback 
was a good high school kicker. 

Alabama’s spring training of 10 days 
in pads and five days of non-contact 
work will conclude with the A-Day 
Game at Bryant-Denny Stadium

Fight Is For 
Number Two 
This Spring

With Jay Barker firmly 
entrenched at quarterback, 
Tide coaches look for top 
backup signal callers 


A adage has it that the only sure things 
re dying and paying taxes. To that 
add another: Jay Barker will enter spring 
training as the Alabama football team’s 
number one quarterback. 

A year ago Barker was either 1A or 1B, 
vying with senior Danny Woodson for the 
starting berth. When Woodson was injured 
late in the spring, Barker moved to num- 
ber one. But late in fall practices, when 
Barker suffered an injury to his left shoul- 
der that affected the right-hander’s passing 
motion, Woodson moved to the front. 
While Woodson did very well, guiding 
Bama to six victories in seven starts, when 
he stumbled off the field, Barker was back 
at number one. The rest is history: Barker 
led Bama to five straight victories to close 
out the season. While in some of those 
wins it was said that Barker only kept 
Alabama from losing rather than making 
much of a contribution to victory, there is 
no question his Blockbuster Bowl perfor- 
mance in a winning cause against 
Colorado was significant to Bama’s win 
and the Crimson Tide's rise to fifth in the 
final national polls. 

Undefeated as a starting quarterback, 
Barker has earned his first string status by 
performing well in the heat of battle. Even 
though only a sophomore, Barker has an 
early grip, perhaps lock, on the position. 
Some feel that hurt Alabama in attempting 
to recruit another quarterback this year. 
But there is more to it than that, even. 

Depth behind Barker is also young. And 
with the first team spot filled, the question 
this spring becomes: Who is number two? 

There are two other sophomores on the

depth chart at quarterback. Walk-on 
Danny Davis, 6-1, 205, of Memphis was 
right behind Barker on the depth chart as 
Woodson served penance last fall and 
Davis does have game experience for the 
Crimson Tide-seven plays in the opening 
game of the year last fall. He had no rush- 
es, no passes, And that is the extent of 
college quarterback experience behind 
Barker (unless you count David Palmer, 
who may continue to get some work at 
quarterback, but who is not likely to move 
from his flanker position on a fulltime 
basis). 

Another sophomore is Jason Jack, 
signed the same year as Barker, Alabama 
Head Coach Gene Stallings’ first recruiting 
season in 1990. Jack, 6-1, 180, led 
Oxford to the 5A state championship as a 
prep senior. 

Both Davis and Jack are nifty operators 
of the option offense. Thus far both have 
also been more prominent on the scout 
teams than in any other area. 

Although it is certainly subject to 
change, most observers of Alabama foot- 
ball believe the battle for number two be- 
hind Barker is between two redshirt fresh- 
men, 6-1, 175-pound Brian Burgdorf and 
6-4, 201-pound Chad Key. Burgdorf, an 
All-South performer as a senior at 
Cedartown (Georgia) High School, could 
have accepted a scholarship to just about 
any major football college. Key, an all-state 
quarterback at Walker, came to Alabama 
without a scholarship. Both also spent 
most of last season with the scout team. 

Assistant Head Coach Mal Moore, who 
coaches Tide quarterbacks, pointed out in 
mid-February that it is impossible to guess 
the outcome of the battle. That’s one of 
the things spring training is for. “I don't 
want to line them up (on a depth chart) 
yet,” Moore said. “They are all smart, but 
they all lack experience and they all need 
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work in the passing game.” 

In a nutshell, Moore noted that Davis 
“has good technique, good speed and 
good work habits. Brian has good speed 
and quickness. Chad has good height and 
has a strong arm. Jason is very alert, but 
lacks arm strength. They all have a lot of 
work ahead of them. They need lots of 
repetitions. We'll have to wait and see how 
they come out. We'll have to find out who 
has the ability to move the team and make 
the plays when they have to. That makes 
the difference in quarterbacks.” 


urgdorf, who passed for 2,274 yards 

and 19 touchdowns as a prep senior, 
may have an edge because he got most of 
the snaps during the last half of 1991. 

“Il basically watched for the first five or 
six weeks and tried to learn what was 
going on,” Burgdorf said of his first fall at 
Alabama. “Then | went over to the scout 
team and all the work I got there helped 
me tremendously,” 

Burgdorf, who was the 3A Player of the 
Year in Georgia in 1990, was also the 
starting point guard on the Cedartown bas- 
ketball team that went 26-2 and was a 
good enough shortstop to attract the at- 
tention of the Atlanta Braves, Seattle 
Mariners and Toronto Blue Jays. 

There was a time when Burgdorf 
thought he might have jeopardized his col- 
lege football career, when he suffered a 
separated right shoulder in the final game 
of his prep career. However, Alabama, 
Georgia, Tennessee, Ole Miss, Mississippi 
State, LSU and North Carolina State, 
among others, held firm with their scholar- 
ship offers. Bama won out. 

It took Burgdorf three months of work 
to recover from the injury. Now, he said, 
he is back to 100 per cent. “I worked 
hard, but it seemed it took forever to get 
well,” he said. Regaining strength in his 
right wing was critical, he said, because, “I 
don't have a great arm; | have a good 
arm. I don’t rely on my arm in certain situ- 
ations as much as a strong-armed quarter- 
back. I’m more of an anticipation quarter- 
back. | depend more on timing, knowing 
sia spot where the receiver is going to

Burgdorf has been labeled an option 
quarterback, but he says that is inaccurate. 
“Everyone says that because I've got speed 
(4.5 in the 40-yard dash), but my senior 
year in high school we were more of a 
throwing team than a running team.” In 
one game Burgdorf said he threw 43 
times, completing 27, He said Cedartown 
ran the option a lot his first two years, but 
switched to the wing-T offense made fa- 
mous by Delaware his senior season. “We 
became more of a passing team then,” he 
said. Nevertheless, he rushed for over 500 
yards and five touchdowns as a senior. 


ey, who passed for over 1,200 yards

scholarship offers, too, but not from major 
colleges. Nevertheless, he opted to take 
his chances at Alabama because he be- 
lieves he can play big-time football. “I had 
enough confidence in my ability that I 
thought I could play at the Division I level, 
even at a school like Alabama,” he said. “I 
was looked at by some Division I schools, 
but didn't receive any scholarship offers to 


em. 

“But | believe if you are going to take 
the time and effort to do something, go for 
the best. There's no sense in doing it if 
you're not going for your dream and to be 
the best that you can be. And as long as | 
can remember I've been a tremendous

Key has reached part of his dream. He is 
on the Alabama football team. His next 
goal is to earn a scholarship. “I don’t feel 
as much a part of the team yet, but if | can 
earn a scholarship I will. I’m going to be 
trying to earn it this spring.” 

Key said being overlooked out of high 
school gives him motivation. “Not being 
offered a scholarship gives me incentive to 
work harder,” he said, “Right now | feel a 
little left out, maybe a little unnoticed. 
Naturally | want to show what I can do. | 
feel | should have been noticed in high 
school.” 

Last fall Key mostly watched and 
learned. He said he didn't even get many 
scout team snaps, except during 
Tennessee week. 

Whereas Burgdorf feels he is mislabeled 
as an option quarterback, Key feels he is 
inappropriately tagged as a dropback pass- 
ing quarterback. “] was stereotyped in high 
see! because of the offense we ran,” he 
said. 

Key, also like Burgdorf, was an all- 
around athlete at Walker. He averaged 18 
points and was an all-county forward in 
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basketball and qualified for the state cham- 
pionship in track and field in the high 
jump, his best mark a 6-5 effort. “Not 
many people thought | had a lot of speed, 
but since I’ve come to Alabama, with the 
weight training and other things we do, 
I've increased my speed from 4.9 to 4.8 in 
the 40,” he said. 

“I don’t view myself as a dropback quar- 
terback, or feel that I am limited,” Key 
at Sl think I can be a mobile quarter- 

ack. 


D7: and Jack are not without their 
credentials and both have the advan- 
tage of an extra fall and spring over 
Burgdorf and Key. Davis played his prep 
football at famed Christian Brothers High 
School, where he was the top-rated quar- 
terback in Tennessee as a senior. Davis 
was primarily a running quarterback in 
high school. Jack quarterbacked his team 
to back-to-back state titles. As a senior he 
completed 119 of 195 passes for 1,910 
yards and 20 touchdowns and also rushed 
for 507 yards and six touchdowns. 

The quarterback candidates behind 
Barker are not dismayed the number one 
man has three more years of eligibility re- 
maining, possibly relegating the rest to a 
lot of bench time for that period. 

Burgdorf said, “I feel if | do my best 
work, good things will happen. I just try to 
work hard. If the others are better than | 
am, that’s the way it is.” 

Key said, “I’m just excited to have an 
opportunity to contribute to the team by 
being a back-up. | feel I’m in about the 
same position as Jay was last year. | know 
I'm young. | need time to develop and to 
mature as a football player. | need experi- 
ence. If it’s the case that I’m a reserve, 
then I feel I can push Jay and make him a 
better player. The role of a back-up is such 
that he never knows when he’ll get the 
call. If Jay gets hurt or if a game situation 
calls for me, | want to be ready.” 

While the quarterbacks are competing 
with Barker and with one another, they 
say there is no jealousy or animosity in the 
quarterback corps. 

“We're all young and we all like the 
competition,” Burgdorf said. “It helps the 
team in case anyone gets hurt.” 

The quarterbacks were also not con- 
cerned that Bama might have signed an- 
other quarterback this year, a high-profile 
type who might push them down the 
depth chart. “Whoever comes in has to 
prove himself all over again, and that’s the 
way it should be,” Burgdorf said. “It’s 
competition. A person wouldn't want to be 
a college athlete if he didn’t want to com- 

te.” 

The leading candidates for back-up quar- 
terback, Burgdorf and Key, are best 
friends. “We try to give each other confi- 
dence,” Burgdorf said. “We love the com- 
petition, but we don’t let it interfere with 
our friendship.” 

Key said, “I think Brian deserves a schol-

arship. He’s a great athlete and a tremen- 
dous person. | don’t look at it as competi- 
tion between us for number two.

Burgdorf noted, “I started out sixth out 
of eight, but moved up to third at one 
point. | haven’t seen any depth chart for 
next year yet. I think the only thing certain 
is that Jay is starting out number one in 
the spring. That can change in the spring 
and things can change again next fall.”

Tide senior golfer found 
himself struggling until 
he learned to channel 
his physical talents 


o be successful, one must be 

blessed with opportunities. Yet no 
opportunity carries with it a guarantee 
for success, Like Edison’s “Genius: 
one per cent inspiration, ninety-nine 
per cent perspiration,” success is pri- 
marily the result of steadfast work and 
determination; a never-say-die atti- 
tude; and a passion for achieving the 
goal, 

Alabama golfer Dicky Pride has ex- 
emplified these characteristics for 
years. And now he is enjoying the 
fruits of his labor. 

Pride, a senior, has had his passion 
for the game of golf for a number of 
years. Some would suggest he comes 
by it naturally. His father, Dick, has 
long been one of the outstanding ama- 
teur golfers in the state of Alabama, a 
former state champion. (Dick also 
served as coach of the Alabama golf 
team in the early 1960s.) Indeed, you 
wouldn’t even want to take on Dicky’'s 
grandfather, Peter, unless you had a 
farthing or two you were willing to 
part with. 

Pride has not had a completely 
smooth road to being one of the out- 
standing young golfers in the nation. 
In 1983, as an eighth grade student, 
he suffered a bone chip injury to his 
right elbow that required delicate 
surgery and threatened his career be- 
fore it was even begun, “It was frus- 
trating, but | was so young | didn’t re- 
alize how it could have been,” Pride 
said. “So once it healed, | just kept 
playing and never looked back.” 

He was an all-state player under 
Tom Tarleton at Tuscaloosa Academy, 
finishing second in the state his senior 
season. He was also all-state on the

state championship basketball team. 

Pride discovered that being a top 
high school golfer and competing at 
the level at which Bama plays are two 
different things. And not only was the 
competition on the golf course stiffer, 
there were other factors of college life 
to adjust to. He is majoring in market- 
ing in Alabama’s challenging College 
of Business and Commerce. And he is 
in a fraternity. He found there was not 
enough time for academics, social life 
and competitive golf. He decided it 
was in his best interest to take a year 
off from golf and use that time to bet- 
ter acclimate himself to college life, to 
assess his situation, and to decide 
what his priorities would be. 

In his second year at Alabama, 
1988-89, he returned to the golf 
course as a walk-on. And even though 
he did not see action for the Crimson 
Tide that year, he did make the roster, 
an impressive achievement after a 
year away from the game. More im- 
portantly for his game, he spent his 
year back in dedicated practice. 

The results of that year were seen in 
1989-90. He was again a walk-on, 
and played in eight tournaments. He 
finished third among Tide players with 
an average of 75.0 strokes per round. 
He was 16th overall in the 
Southeastern Conference champi- 
onship tournament as he helped 
Bama to a surprising third place finish, 
Additionally, he was selected to the 
All-SEC Academic squad. 

The following summer Pride won 
the Behnard Wienstein Memorial 
Invitational by defeating former Tide 
golfer Tab Hudson, one of the state's 
most competitive amateurs and a play- 


er known for his mental toughness, in 
a playoff. 

Pride characterizes his junior season 
as sub-par, but the results were not 
bad. He finished with the team’s sec- 
ond best stroke average (again 75,0) 
as he competed in all 11 tournaments 
for Bama. And he again tied for 16th 
in the SEC Tournament. But he recog- 
nized a personal change. 

“My attitude was different and | was 
less interested in the sport,” he said. 
“That’s when I| realized that compla- 
cency had set in. Once you have suc- 
cess you tend to forget about what it 
took to get you there, and, as a result, 
you lose the success.” 

Pride was able to spot his problem 
and do something about it. He felt 
that his mental stability during a tour- 
nament was hindered by the pressures 
he put on himself and the intense 
competitive spirit with which he 
played. It was that over-zealousness 
which seemed to drag him like an an- 
chor and it was becoming difficult for 
him to stay afloat. “I felt the work I did 
with (sports psychologist) Dr. Bob 
Ratella was crucial to my success,” 
Pride said. “He helped me learn to 
channel my mental energy towards a 
goal and once | became goal-oriented, 
my work ethic really improved,” 

The change was noticeable. No 
longer did he fidget before making his 
shot. And if he missed a shot, he 
didn’t lose his composure as had been 
the case. He says that the psychologi- 
cal strength he gained enabled his 
physical ability to perform. 

Not only had Pride become more 
composed on the course, but after 
three years of classes he was achieving 
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Dicky Pride, an Alabama senior golfer, found himself in much more than a sand trap a year ago. He was trapped by complacency.

Each round 
over the difficult Honors Course at 
Ooltewah, Tennessee, just outside of 
Chattanooga, halved the field. Pride 
advanced to the rounds of 64, 32, 16, 
8 and, finally, the semifinals. The final 
two rounds of the tournament were 
nationally-televised by ESPN and the 
surprising Pride was a feature of those 
telecasts. After 18 holes the match 
was even. And while Pride lost on the 
first extra hole, it was a monumental 
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performance to be one of the final 
four golfers in the nation’s most note- 
worthy amateur tournament. 

Last December The Tuscaloosa 
News asked its readers to name the 
biggest local sports story of 1991. It 
wasn’t Alabama’s basketball team win- 
ning the Southeastern Conference 
Tournament and advancing to the 
Sweet 16 of the NCAA Champion- 
ship. It wasn’t Alabama’s football team 
going 10-1 or its wins over Tennessee 
and Auburn. It wasn’t the Alabama 
women’s gymnastics team winning the 
national championship. The winner 
was Dicky Pride’s success in the 
Amateur. 

“He obviously gained a lot of experi- 
ence through that,” Tide Head Coach 
Dick Spybey said. “Dicky has a lot of 
confidence and should be a leader for 
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us this year. He’s got the ability to 
challenge for all-conference and All- 
America selections.”

March has been good 
for Alabama basketball 
under Sanderson 


Wr basketball season stretches from 
late November to early April, in the 
Wimp Sanderson era the month of March 
has been Alabama's. Specifically, the 
Crimson Tide has just about owned the 
Southeastern Conference Tournament. 
Alabama has now won three consecu- 
tive SEC Basketball Tournaments, 
However, the other teams have made it a 
little easier than it might have been. In the 
past two years the Tide has beaten just 
one team with a winning record and the 
six opponents were a combined 77-97. 
Nevertheless, Alabama still had to win, 
That LSU or Georgia or some other top 
team lost before making it to the finals or 
that some team was on probation for 
cheating and not eligible for the tourna- 
ment is not Alabama's fault. The Tide has 
now won four of the past five tourna- 
ments. After last year’s championship Tide 
Head Coach Wimp Sanderson said, “To 
win three straight SEC Tournament cham- 
pionships. . .] don’t think that will happen 


again in my lifetime.”

Kentucky coming off probation, he may be 
right. But don't count out a Sanderson 
team when the SEC Tournament tips off 
in Birmingham March 12. Alabama's 
three in a row is the most consecutive 
tournament championships since Kentucky 
won seven in a row, 1944-50. No other 
team has won back-to-back titles. 
Alabama achievements in the SEC 
Tournament since it was resumed in 1979 
are extraordinary. (The tournament was 
played in 1933 and 1934, then from 
1936 through 1952. In 1953 Kentucky 
was banned from basketball. In 1941 
Louisville had become permanent site of 
the tournament and with no Kentucky 
there was no reason to have it. Of course, 
there wasn't too much reason to have the 
tournament with Kentucky, either, since 
the Wildcats won 13 of the 19 tourna- 
ments played between 1933 and 1952.) 
Since the resumption Alabama has a 25- 
8 record in tournament games, a winning 
percentage of ,758. Kentucky (which has 
missed the last two tournaments because 
of another NCAA probation) is a distant 
second with a 16-8 record, 66.7 per cent. 
Alabama has reached the semifinals of the 
tournament 10 times, four more than any 
other team, and reached the finals eight 
times, two more than Kentucky. No other 
SEC team has reached the semifinals more 
than three times. Bama also has five tour- 
nament championships since the resump- 
tion (1982 and 1987, as well as the past 
three), while Kentucky has three and no 
other team has more than one. The Tide 


will enter the 1992 tournament with a 
nine-game winning streak dating back to 
an overtime loss to Ole Miss on March 10, 
1988, in Baton Rouge. Every other team, 
with the exception of newcomers Arkansas 
and South Carolina, comes in with at least 
a one-game losing streak. 

Overall, in 32 tournaments, Alabama is 
a distant second to Kentucky in champi- 
onships (16-6 with Tennessee having four 
and no other school having more than 
one), second in semifinal appearances (18) 
and semifinal wins (11) and the Tide is 
third in overall victories (Kentucky is 73-14 
in all tournament games, Tennessee 47-27 
and Bama 41-25). No other team has a 
winning record in tournament play. 

Alabama has a winning record against 
six of the other nine teams and two of the 
three former members in tournament 

ames. Bama is 6-1 vs, Auburn, 4-0 vs. 
lorida, 5-2 vs. LSU, 3-2 vs. Ole Miss, 6-1 
vs. Mississippi State and 6-3 vs. 
Tennessee. Bama is 3-4 vs. Georgia, 2-7 
vs. Kentucky and 1-2 vs. Vanderbilt. Bama 
is 3-2 vs. Georgia Tech, 1-0 vs. Sewanee 
and 1-1 vs. Tulane, three former SEC 
teams. Since the renewal of the tourna- 
ment Bama has a losing record against 
only Georgia (1-2). Bama is 4-1 against 
Auburn, 2-0 against Florida, 3-2 against 
Kentucky, 2-2 against LSU, 2-1 against 
Ole Miss, 4-0 against Mississippi State, 3- 
0 against Tennessee and 1-0 against 
Vanderbilt. 

Since Sanderson has been Alabama's 
head coach (beginning with the 1980-81 
season), the Tide has made it to the semifi- 
nals nine times and into the championship 
game eight times, twice as many as second 
place Kentucky, and all five of the Tide's 
tournament titles in the modern era have 
come under Sanderson, 

“The tournament is a big deal to me,” 
Sanderson said following last year’s 88-69 
win over Tennessee in the title game. “I put 
a lot of stock in this tournament. Winning a 
championship means a lot and getting into 
the NCAA does, too. | don’t want our team 
just to play well; 1 want to win,” 

Since the tournament resumed it has 
been played in seven different 
cities-Birmingham five times prior to this 
year, Lexington twice, Nashville twice, and 
once each in Atlanta, Baton Rouge, 
Knoxville and Orlando. Alabama has won 
the tournament at every site except Baton

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Rouge and, believe it or not, Birmingham. 
The Tide has made it to the finals in 
Birmingham twice, losing to Georgia in 
1983 and Auburn in overtime in 1985. 


an Alabama do it again? Conventional 

wisdom says “No.” The 1987 
Alabama team that won the tournament 
had won the regular season championship 
by four full games. The other four tourna- 
ment champions finished the dy it sea- 
son within a game of first place. This year, 
either because the league is stronger or be- 
cause Alabama is weaker, it is unlikely 
Bama will be considered among the top 
three teams in the tournament this year. 
Not that results have not been good. The 
Tide was one of the first teams in the na- 
tion to hit the 20-win mark. And Bama 
turned in a victory over Arkansas at a time 
when the Razorbacks were considered un- 
beatable. 

Nevertheless, this has been an 
unSandersonlike team for most of the sea- 
son. Week after week Sanderson has com- 
plained that his team has poor shot selec- 
tion. Although sophomore guard James 
Robinson has probably been singled out 
more than others for this fault, he is not 
alone. And Sanderson has complained 
that the team does not always play good 
defense. Indeed, for much of this season 
Alabama's usually tough defense has been 
noticeably weaker. Frequently it appears 
the Alabama defensive game plan is to let 
the opponents have close in shots, leaving 
senior forward Robert Horry the opportu- 
nity to block those shots. No one could 
complain that Horry has not done a good 
job of blocking shots since he is the all- 
time Alabama leader in that category and 
second only to the incomparable Shaquille 
O'Neal of LSU in that statistic. But shot- 
blocking is hardly the defensive premise on 
which Sanderson's teams have built their 
success. 

For years coaches have pointed out that 
the teams playing in the Final Four ordi- 
narily have outstanding point guards.

With Auburn’s basketball team being placed on probation 
for cheating, and, therefore, ineligible for the Southeastern 
Conference Basketball Tournament in Birmingham March 
12-15, the SEC has released a revised bracket. Now, in ad- 
dition to the top two teams in each division receiving a first 
round bye, the team with the best record in the 16-game 
regular season SEC schedule among the other seven teams 
will also receive a bye. The number 3 seed not receiving a 
bye will play the number 6 team from the East Division in 
the first round.

Tournament. In 1990, when Bama won 
the tournament in Orlando, then-sopho- 
more Robert Horry was on the team with 
Melvin Cheatum (who was most valuable 
player) and David Benoit. Last year Horry 
didn't repeat, but then-freshman James 
Robinson and then-junior Latrell Sprewell 
made the team, along with Cheatum. 
Alabama has put three men on the All- 
Tournament team three times since its re- 
newal, the first time in 1985 when Buck 
Johnson, Bobby Lee Hurt and Terry 
Coner were selected. But that's far from 
the record. In the early period Kentucky 
dominated the all-tournament teams, most 
notably in 1947 when the entire five-man 
first team was Kentucky players. 
Amazingly, the Wildcats also had a player 
named to the second team. Another sec- 
ond-teamer that year was Georgia Tech's 
Frank Broyles, fe was also second team 
in 1944 and 1945 and who will return to 
the tournament this year as director of ath- 
letics at Arkansas. Another SEC athletic 
director, Joe Dean of LSU, was a three- 
time first team selection, 1950-52. That 
1952 All-Tournament team is one of the 
most illustrious with Dean and Bob Pettit 
of LSU, Cliff Hagan and Frank Ramsey of 
Kentucky and Paul Sullivan of Alabama. 
Other Alabama players who have made 
the All-Tournament team are: Jimmy 
Walker and Jim Whatley in 1934, Whatley 
and Al Nogi in 1936, Googe Prather in 
1939 and 1940, Wheeler Leeth and Louis 
Adair in 1942, Reggie King in 1979, 
Eddie Phillips and Ennis Whatley in 1982,

Alabama’s 21 selections since the tour- 
nament renewal is the most of any team. 
Kentucky is second with nine. 

There was no most valuable player cho- 
sen in the early period. Since the renewal 
Bama has had two MVPs, McKey and 
Cheatum. 

Alabama is not prominent in the SEC 
Tournament record book under individu- 
als. No Tider has a record for the entire 
tournament or for a single tournament 
game. However, two former Bama players 
have final game records—Keith Askins for 
his five three-point field goals in the finals 
of the ’89 tournament and Buck Johnson 
for his 16 rebounds in the finals of the '85 
tournament. 
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Folewns the SEC Tournament, the big 
show kicks off. Each year Sanderson is 
among those coaches who say in the pre- 
season that the goal is to make it to the 
Final 64-the teams chosen for the NCAA 
Tournament. Selections and seedings for 
the NCAA Tournament will be announced 
March 15, about the time the 
Birmingham-defferson Civic Center is 
emptying following the 2 p.m. central time 
championship game. 

Although Alabama has won the auto- 
matic bid to the NCAA tournament the 
past three years, even if the Tide is unable 
to win a fourth straight SEC crown, Bama 
is almost certain to be one of the 64 teams 
selected. 

A lot of people around the SEC are 
starting to notice that if it wasn't for 
Alabama the league would be about the 
poorest in the nation in NCAA Basketball 
Tournament play. If not for the Crimson 
Tide, the SEC would have gone 0-5 in the 
NCAA Tournament for the second time in 
three years in 1991. Excluding Alabama, 
the SEC is 1-11 in NCAA Tournament 
games since 1989. In his last 10 seasons 
at Alabama, Sanderson has gotten the 
Tide to the regionals six times. In the same 
10 years Bobby Knight of Indiana and 


John Thompson of Georgetown have 
been in five. Of course, that's where it al- 
ways ends for Alabama, but getting there 
is an achievement not to be overlooked. 
Recently Sanderson said that he hoped 
this Tide team got back as far as the Sweet 
16 and that if it ended there again that no 
one would say this team had failed. For 
this Bama to reach the regionals again 
would be a great achievement. 

If Alabama is invited to the NCAA 
Tournament it will be the Tide’s 12th. 
Bama has a 12-11 record in NCAA 
Tournament games since its first bid in 
1975. Under Sanderson Alabama has 
been in the tournament nine times and has 
an 11-9 record. 

While most of Alabama's March winning 
has been in the SEC Tournament, the Tide 
has done well in the NCAA Tournament in 
March, too. Since 1981 the Tide is 45-19 
in March games, a .703 winning percent- 
age. In Bama's last 13 March games Bama 
is 11-2, the losses coming to Loyola- 
Marymount in 1990 and Arkansas last 
season, Under Sanderson the Tide is 6-0 
in second round NCAA games-wins over 
St. John’s, Virginia Commonwealth, 
Illinois, New Orleans, Arizona and Wake 
Forest.

No WTBS Football In '92 

Southeastern Conference football fans 
who live outside the Southeast are going 
to be short-changed on televised football 
coverage next fall, but those in the South 
will probably get more television coverage. 
Although there has been no official an- 
nouncement, The Cats Pause, a publica- 
tion covering Kentucky athletics, said the 
SEC has changed television partners from 
the Atlanta Superstation, WTBS, to the 
Jefferson-Pilot Network, which currently 
telecasts SEC basketball. WTBS did not 
make its telecast available to other outlets, 
so anyone without cable could not pick up 
the WTBS productions. Jefferson-Pilot 
sells its telecast to both cable and regular 
television outlets. 


Miller Departs 

Junior college transfer Dennis Miller, 
whose playing time at point guard had di- 
minished as the season progressed, has 
been dismissed from the Alabama basket- 
ball team. His dismissal was reported to be 
related to academics, 


Future Tournaments 

According to the Southeastern Confer- 
ence Basketball Media Guide, the 1993 
Southeastern Conference Basketball 
Tournament will be in Lexington, 
Kentucky, and sites beyond that have not 
been determined. 

It is frequently reported that the 1993 
tournament will be at the Pyramid in 
Memphis, the 1994 tournament at the 
new Georgia Dome in Atlanta, and there- 
after the tournament alternating between 
Atlanta and the Superdome in New 
Orleans. However, a spokesman in the 
Alabama sports information department 
said the 1993 tournament would be in 
Lexington and that the presidents were ex- 
pected to approve a recommendation that 
the 1994 tournament be in Memphis, the 
1995 tournament in Atlanta, the 1996 
tournament in New Orleans and the 1997 
tournament in Orlando. 


Century Club 

The Alabama women's basketball team 
has scored 100 or more points seven 
times this year, a school record for men 
and women. The 1972 Alabama men's 
team hit the century mark five times. 


The Bama women have already set 
three national records-two team and one 
individual. The Bama women have shat- 
tered the NCAA women's record of 530 
three-point attempts with nearly 600. 
When Alabama and Auburn combined for 
50 three-point attempts (35 by Bama, 15 
by Auburn) in the Tide's 72-69 victory, 
that broke the previous record of 44 at- 
tempts. And freshman Niesa Johnson, 
with some 200 three-point attempts, 
roared past the old record of 126. 


The 99th Year 

Alabama has begun its 99th season of 
baseball. During the previous 98 years the 
Crimson Tide has a record of 1,576-925, 
a 63 per cent winning record. 

In Southeastern Conference play, Bama 
has more league victories than any other 
team, 570, although the Tide is second to 
Florida in all-time winning percentage. 
Florida has a 555-352 (61.2 per cent) 
record, Alabama a 570-421 (57.5 per 
cent) mark. Mississippi State is third and 
just behind Bama with a 547-410 (57.2 
per cent) record. 

Alabama also has the most league cham- 
pionships, 12 (the last in 1983), 
Mississippi State has won 10 titles. 


Quick Records 

It didn't take Alabama long in the 1992 
baseball season to set a couple of all-time 
Crimson Tide records. In the opening 
game of the year against Morehead State, 
Alabama had eight straight hits in a seven- 
run second inning. That tied the NCAA 
record and also marked the second time 
an Alabama baseball team has had eight 
consecutive hits, and Bama is the only col- 
lege team to have done it twice. Last year 
Bama had eight straight safeties against 
Samford. 

In the second game of the Alcorn State 
series, third baseman Jerry Shelton was hit 
by pitches four times, which tied the 
NCAA record. Shelton previously held the 
school record of three. For his career he 
has been beaned 30 times, 26 coming last 
season. He is currently tied for fifth on the 
NCAA all-time list of HBPers. The all-time 
record is 49. 

In a 25-4 victory over Alcorn State on 
February 19, the Tide's fourth game of the 

ear, Bama blasted eight home runs. Mick 
Kerns tied an Alabama record by hitting 
three home runs in that contest. 


First Meeting 

When Alabama and Arkansas meet in 
baseball at Bama's Sewell-Thomas 
Stadium on May 2-3, it will mark the first 
ever meeting in baseball between the twa 
teams, 

Alabama has an all-time winning record 
against seven SEC opponents, a losing 
mark against three. The Tide leads Auburn 
(85-71), Georgia (16-12), LSU (137-101), 
Ole Miss (126-92), South Carolina (4-2), 
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Tennessee (24-7) and Vanderbilt (28-18), 
Bama trails Florida (19-23), Kentucky (10- 
14), and Mississippi State (117-123), 


Home Grown 

This year's Crimson Tide baseball team 
has basically an Alabama accent. Of the 
45 players on the roster, 22 are from the 
state of Alabama, including seven from the 
Tuscaloosa area. Florida provides the most 
players from out-of-state, seven, followed 
by Pennsylvania (4), Maryland, California 
and Georgia (2 each), Massachusetts, 
lowa, New York and Tennessee provide 
one each, Shortstop Juan DeBrand is from 
the Dominican Republic. 


Tide On TV 

The LSU-Alabama doubleheader from 
Bama’s Sewell-Thomas Stadium on Apri! 
25 will be televised on the cable system, 
SportSouth. 

SportSouth will also televise the semifi- 
nals and finals of the SEC Tournament, 
May 16-17. Including the tournament, 21 
SEC baseball games are being telecast on 
either SportSouth or SportsChannel with 
some of those 21 also telecast by Sunshine 
and HSE 


Baseball Rankings 

Alabama's baseball team didn’t get much 
respect in the SEC Baseball Coaches Pre- 
Season Poll. Coach Barry Shollenberger's 
Crimson Tide was picked to finish fifth in 
the Western Division, ahead of only Ole 
Miss. 

Mississippi State is picked first in the di- 
vision, followed by defending champion 
LSU and Arkansas and Auburn (tied for 
third). In the Eastern Division the expected 
order of finish is Florida, South Carolina, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Georgia and 
Vanderbilt. 

The 1992 SEC Tournament will be May 
14-17 in the Louisiana Superdome in New 
Orleans with eight teams qualifying for the 
tournament. Though the league will have di- 
visional standings and competition this year, 
with the addition of Arkansas and South 
Carolina to the league, the SEC will recog- 
nize the team with the highest winning per- 
centage over the 24-game league schedule 
as the conference champion. In addition, 
the SEC will have divisional champions. 


Tennis Rankings 

What do Alabama, Auburn and Vanderbilt 
have in common when it comes to men's 
tennis? (We know what it's not, since 
Auburn is probably the only school in the 
history of the NCAA to get caught cheating 
in tennis.) The answer is that those three 
SEC teams are the only ones not ranked 
among the nation's top 25 teams. And so, 
it is not surprising, that in the pre-season 
SEC Tennis Coaches Poll they ranked, re- 
spectively, 10th, 11th and 12th. 

LSU, which is ranked fourth in the na- 
tion, is the favorite to win this year’s SEC 
championship. The Tigers were followed 
Y Florida (ranked fifth nationally), 

ississippi State (12th), Kentucky (9th), 
Georgia (11th), Tennessee (16th), South 
Carolina (14th), Arkansas (19th), Ole Miss 
(25th), Alabama, Auburn and Vanderbilt. 
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Tennis, Everyone? 

In a first for Alabama, its men’s and 
women's tennis teams will hold simultane- 
ous matches at 1 p.m. Sunday, March 14. 
The Alabama women will use three of the 
six varsity courts to take on LSU, while the 
men will use the other three courts in a 
dual match against Georgia. 


Patterson Returns 

Alabama Head Gymnastics Coach 
Sarah Patterson has returned to her post 
after giving birth to a daughter, Jordan 
Leigh, February 4. In October her doctor 
ordered her to stay home because of a dif- 
ficulty. In January she was allowed to go to 
the gym for short periods of practice, but 
just as an observer. She returned to meet 
posening for the Georgia contest February 


In her absence her assistant coach and 
husband, David, coached Bama to a 7-2 
record and fourth place national ranking, 


Gymnastics Rankings 

Alabama's gymnastics team is currently 
ranked fourth in the nation behind Utah, 
Georgia and Oregon State. 

In individual rankings, Dee Dee Foster is 
first on vault with a 9.90. Gina Basile is 
sixth on bars and Foster is eighth. Foster 
and Dana Dobransky are tied for third on 
beam. Foster is fourth on floor. And Foster 
is fifth all-around with a top score of 39.22. 


Olympic Trials Qualifiers 

Six current Crimson Tide swimmers and 
one former Bama swimmer have qualified 
for the Olympic Trials at Indianapolis, 
Indiana, March 1-6. Current Tiders who 
have qualified for the chance to make the 
United States team are sophomore Dustin 
McDaniels in backstroke, junior Jamey 
Myers in backstroke, sophomore Travis 
Myers in breaststroke and freshman Jim 
Pestrichelli in distance freestyle for the 
men and senior Kym Hucal in backstroke 
and sophomore Georgia Sewell in butter- 
fly. Former Tider Jon Olsen, who is train- 
ing under Bama Head Coach Jonty 
Skinner, is also qualified in freestyle. 

Alabama also has some performers and 
alumni who are likely competitors for 
other countries, including current Tiders 
Rita Garay of Puerto Rico, Stefan Parlklo 
of Sweden, Stavros Michaelides of Cyprus 
and Alex Hermeto of Brazil and former 
Tiders Ragga Runolfsdottir of Iceland and 
Mark Rourke of Canada. 

Rourke is one of 27 Alabama perform- 
ers who have competed in past Olympics. 


Swim Winners 

Alabama’s men's and women's swim- 
ming and diving teams finished exactly 
where expected in this year’s SEC 
Championships at University Aquatic 
Center, the men third and the women 
fifth, as Florida ran away with both titles. 
Bama had two individual champions, ju- 
nior Jennifer Mahaney winning the 10- 
meter platform diving title, sophomore 
Travis Myers taking the 100-meter breast- 
stroke. Additionally, the men won both 
200 relays, Myers, Keith Martin, Stefan 
Parlklo and Stavros Michaelides the 


freestyle, Myers, Martin, Michaelides and 
Jamey Myers the medley, 


Track Rankings 

Going into the SEC Indoor 
Championships, the Alabama women were 
ranked seventh in the nation and the 
Alabama men 21st. A problem, as in many 
SEC sports, is that a high national ranking 
is not necessarily a measure of how a team 
does in the league. In women’s rankings, 
Florida and LSU were ranked first and sec- 
ond, while in men's ratings Arkansas was 
first, Florida third, LSU eighth, Tennessee 
ninth and Georgia 16th. 


Another Signee 

Alabama has one additional February 
signee who has been overlooked by most 
of the radio talk shows. Erin Tenbrunsel, a 
5-7 setter from Huntsville High School, is 
a two-time all-state performer and is also a 
4.0 student. She signed with Coach 
Dorothy Franco-Reed’s Crimson Tide vol- 
leyball team on February 6. Erin played for 
Coach Sherri Ammons and had 673 as- 
sists, 66 aces and 104 kills. 


Camps 

Virtually every Alabama men's and 
women’s sport has a summer training 
camp conducted by Bama coaches for ath- 
letes who have not begun their senior year 
in high school. For information, write to 
the University of Alabama Athletics 
Department, P.O. Box 870391, 
Tuscaloosa, AL 35487 and specify the 
camp in which you are interested. 


Florida AD Candidates 

The University of Florida has pared to five 
its list of candidates for director of athletics, 
and two of them have Tide backgrounds. 

Ann Marie Lawler, who is associate ath- 
letics director at Florida, previously served 
as women's athletics director (then associate 
athletics director when men's and women’s 
athletics were combined) at Alabama. Dave 
Hart, athletics director at East Carolina, 
played basketball and was a graduate assis- 
tant coach for the Crimson Tide. 

Both are considered outside shots. 
Jeremy Foley, who was the number two 
man under Bill Arnsparger and who is 
serving as interim athletics director for the 
Gators, is thought to be a shoo-in.

It is understandable that the women’s 
athletics teams at some schools might have 
different nicknames from the men.
